It is a terrible Fext——- The Subje& 
requires to be handled ferioufly, and 
liften’d to awfully 3 let him jeft with it 
tbat daress J affure you, I dare not. 

And now to proceed by my own Method, 
without Regard to Pulpit-Forms 


That thefe Three have been, are at this 
time, or quickly will be, raging al over 
Europe. 

Take it a-part. 


1, One or other of them has raged in 
every Part of Europe, fince the Begin- 
ping of the laft War. 

2. All of them, it s very likely, will vifit 
every Part of Europe, before the End 
of this War. 


T cannot approve of a Temper forward 
to cry out—and am always for making the 
beft of every Thing; I hate alarming 
Mankind, nor am I ealie to be alarm’d my 
felf; before I enter therefore upon the 
ferious Part, I fhall give you an Abridge- 
ment of the State of Europe, with Refpeé 
to the three awful Word , which’I call my 
Text—and I fhall make clear to you, how 
all Europe has been atflited, or is afi@ed— 
or what Reafon we have to fear, will be 
affli@ed with all the Judgments, 

When I have gone thro’ this, I thall 
treat you according to my rough and plaia 
dealing Fafhion, with fome juft Reproaches 
about your general Conduét in thefe 
Thiogs Teil you, what, bad you 
been wife, you had done; what, when you 
are wife, you will do; and what you ougbe to 
expe, your Maker will do As for 
Application— You wil),no doubt, make it 
your felves; if not, the Confequences will 
apply it for you. 


To begin with the Revolutions The 
Calamities of Europe were coming to a 
Height 3 the Frensh Power was become a 
juft Terror to all their Neighbours—___- 


‘He was falling upon the Emperor, while 


he wasembarrals’d on the other hand with 
a War againft the Turks; Popery, by the 
Power of French Councils, was ere@ing a 
new Fabrick of Tyranny in Britain, when 
tae People of England, juftly alarm’d, call’d 
in the Aid of the Dutch And here 
began the greateft and bloodieft War that 
ever Europe felt ; the moft terrible and 
moft univerfal 5 Liberty againit Oppreffion, 

thas 
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that bas been the Quarrel the Parties 
have been, only France, againft almoft all 
the reft of Europe, and it has now, except- 
ing a {mall Interval, lafted 21 Years. 

During this War, let us examine, wnat 
has Europe fuffer’d, what Defolation, 
Slaughter, and Devaftation has been made 
by the Hand of Violence, and where has 
the $word devour’d, and how. ? 

The firft particular Country, that fuf- 


- fer’d bythe Eruption of the War, was the 


Palatinate, and the Frontiers of Germany ; 
after the Taking of Phillipsburgh in 1688, 
the French ravag’d and almoft deftroy’d all 
that. Part of the Empire, burnt Heidleburgh, 
Spire, Manheim, Worms, Frankendale, and 
above 260 Villages—— which Defolation 
ftill remains, and reduc’d the miferable 
Inhabitants to the Extremity of Famine, 
which made them fly abroad then, ‘as many 
more of them have done now Here 
was FAMINE and BLOOD, by which 
above 30000 of the People were {aid to be 
deftroy’d, and the moft flourifhing Coun- 
try. of that Part of the World made a 
Defart, and in a manner remains fo to 
this Day. 

Treland was the next that felt the Stroke ; 
and here SICKNESS, we muft not call it 
Plague, Famine, and Blood, raged for three 
Years ———- The Firft carry’d off 20000 
Men in our Camp at Dundalk, and the 
Enemies who lay by us Famine de- 
ftroy’d, fome bave faid, 1400 People in 
London-Derry—I do not fay it was fo many, 
but a very great Number— And it was 
King Wiliam’s Opinion, that the Jrifh War 
coft, on both fides, the Lives of above 
150000 People—Belides abuve 18000 Men, 
who, at the Surrenders of Galloway ane 
Limerick, went away into France, took 
Service in the French Armies, and are very 
few of them left. 

It would be endlefs to trace the Expence 
of Blood in thefe Shambles of Men, Flax- 
ders and Italy ; what fell at the Battles of 
Walcour, Flerus, Steenkirk, and Landen ?— 
At the Siegés.of “Mons, Charleroy, and 
Namure—All on this fide, at the Battles of 
Marfalia in Italy, Spirebach and Newburgh 
in Germany 3 the feveral Sieges of Landau, 
Pbidipsburgh, and Brifac; the Attacks of 


Stolbofnia, and the Fort-of Kbiel ?. ——- 

Thefe before the French began to fink. 
Since that, Jet us go into Bavaria ; 

there you had three Battles; One near 

Nordlingen, where Count Stirum was.dee.

to the Borders of France, fight the t 
Battle of Turin, enter Provence, beliege 
Thouton, Exiles, Feneftrelles, and Sufa’, the 
French acknowledge to have loft: above 
too000: Men in Jtaly; and the Germans, 
with the Jsalians have loft full as many.. 

Pafs then into Spain, to the feveral Sieges 
of Barcelona, the Siege of Tortofa, Alicant, 
Gibraltar, and Lerida, coming at laft to 
the Batcles of Almanfa and Badajos———~ 
What Blood has Spaix coft us? —= Not to 
Say to bow little Purpofe.. 

Thus, I think, we have fearch’d tor 
Blood,and found all the Nations fwimming 
init. I have left out the Battles of Ra- 
mellies, Oudenard, Winendale, and Mons. 
the Sieges of Menin, Lifle, and Tournay, 
and all the Aétions depending on thefe ; 
let Men but think, what a River of Blood 
has run thro’ thefe Parts of the World—— 
And where have any Countries been free 2 
Go then North, and take a View of the 
Hungarian Rebellion, the War between 
the Swede, the Poles, the Saxons, and Muj-- 
covite, the Battles of Narva, Salifc, Cracow, 
Gorts in Silefia, and Pultowa in Vhrania.. 


Here is a Scene of Blood——IJt is too long 
to put the Aétions together, and ftate the: 
Lofs in every Particular ; but having caft 
them up by my own Account, according 
to general Report, I reckon; 3724000 
People have perifh’d fince the Year 1688,.
